DESCRIPTION OF 200 GRADE 


Material—Figured Quartered White Oak. Lumber and Veneers are carefully selected 
and perfectly matched for figure. 


Design—Heavy construction and sanitary style. No dust collecting rails. 


Writing Bed—1% inches thick, 5-ply built-up construction. All edges banded with 
solid wood, tongued and grooved to core and mitred at edges and corners, thus 
concealing the cross-banding and showing figured wood on all exposed surfaces. 
All drop-head typewriter desks have a specially constructed top with inserted rails 
which form a heavy band on all sides of lid and opening when cut. 


Extension Slides—34 inch 5-ply built-up construction. 


Panels—Single end and back panels. All panels are 14 inch 5-ply built-up construction 
with grain of face veneer running vertically. 


Legs—Heavy. 2 inches square of solid White Oak, tapered at bottom and fitted with 
brass ferrules and invisible steel slides. 


Drawers—All drawers are of hardwood throughout. Dovetailed on all corners. Smooth 
3-ply Birch bottoms, framed-in. Center drawer in all desks and double drawer, 
partitioned for books, in left pedestal of the double pedestal desks except the type- 
writer styles. The typewriter desks have single drawers, one of which is partitioned 
for stationery into five slanting compartments. Single drawers, except the lower 
one, can be divided into four compartments by movable partitions. Wood pulls. 
Pedestal drawers have center slide and contact points operate on metal glides which 
insures an easy running drawer. 


Locks—A neat, high-grade, mortise, flat key lock is used in top drawer of pedestals and 
typewriter compartment lid. Lower drawers locked when upper drawer is closed. 


Finish—Regular light golden oak, dull finish, the best ever produced for durability and 
richness. An additional charge will be made for any other finish. 
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Beauty of finish coupled with a character of construction which insures long 


life—these are features of all Hart Desks.
